DR, KEEFAUVER 
LAUDS FOOTBALL 
AS GREAT GAME 


Superintendent of Schools Dr. 


Lloyd C. Keefauver Monday night 
termed football "the best American 
game I know. Not only is it a nat- 
ural for boys, because it is the only 
bodily contact game, but more so 
because it, more than any other 
game, teaches teamwork—everyone 
on the team has a job to perform." 


Doctor Keefauver, who said he 


had been a football player himself 
back in college days, was the speaker 
at a-Youth Night program held by 
the Gettysburg Rotary club at the 
YWCA. The senior football letter- 
men of Gettysburg high school, the 
senior cheer leaders, Doctor Kee- 
fauver, and Coaches George Forney 
and Howard Shoemaker were special 
guests of the Rotarians at the meet- 
ing. 


"Football 
began, according 
to 


some authorities, with the Spartans 
in ancient Greece," Doctor Kee- 
fauver said. "The Romans played 
a game in some respects similar to 
football and during the medieval 
period a sort of football game was 
played. As a matter of fact at one 
time the 
game of football was 


frowned upon in England because 
far too many yeomen were playing 
football instead of practicing their 
archery, which was needed for Eng- 
land's defenses

ASK TEACHERS 
TO DETERMINE 
FUTURE COURSES 


Adams county teachers, who for 


the past three years have been at- 
tending annual workshops held in 
cooperation with Shippensburg State 
Teachers' college each summer, will 
be asked whether they want a fourth 
annual workshop next summer, or 
take extension courses during the 
winter. 


That decision was reached Mon- 


day night at a meeting of the Ad- 
ams County Elementary Principals' 
Association held at the office of the 
county superintendent of schools, at 
the court house. 


Since the summer workshop pro- 


grams are held for the benefit of the 
teachers, it was decided to attempt 
to find out just what the teachers 
prefer in the line of furthering, their 
own education. 


Change Sponsors 


In either 
event, whether the 


choice of the teachers is another 
workshop or extension courses, the 
courses will probably be sponsored 
in cooperation with Pennsylvania 
State College. Only six credits can 
be given by state teachers' colleges 
through the workshops, and the 
summer workshops during the past 
three years provided the teachers 
who attended them with the full 
number of credits allowed for such 
study. 


While under the state teachers' 


college program the teachers reg- 
istered for the workshop; under. 
State College sponsorship the teach- 
ers will register for specific courses. 
However, the handling of the sum- 
mer school for teachers would be 
somewhat similar to the three held 
previously, the principals announced.

Four Killed When Airliner 
Crashes Into Potomac River 


By JERRY KORN 


Washington, Dec. 13 <#>)—A Capi- 


tal airliner wandered off a radar 
path leading into fogbound National 
airport last night and crashed in 
the mud of the Potomac river, kill- 
ing four of the 23 persons on board. 


The 19 survivors—an amazingly 


high number for a plane crash- 
were taken to the hospital at near- 
by Boiling Air Force base. Many 
were badly hurt. 


The dead were Mrs. William Cher- 


tow. Brooklyn, N. Y.: Neville Las- 
siter. a government employe who 
lived in Arlington, Va.: and the pilot 
and co-pilot, W. J. Davis, 45, and 
Lloyd L. Porter, 28. both of Alex- 
andria, Va. 


The bodies of Davis and Porter 


were recovered from the partly sub- 
merged wreckage hours after the 
crash. Workers hacked away at the 
fuselage through the night to reach 
the two bodies, which were visible in 
the water-covered cockpit by the 
light of rescue lamps. 


Navy and Air Force men who 


sped to the scene in crash boats 
credited a number of factors for 
the high rescue rate. High on the 
list were luck and the relative calm 
of the survivors—most of them serv- 


icemen going home to spend Christ- 
mas. 


In addition, there were reports 


that the plane's wheels were not in 
landing position, but were retracted 
into the fuselage. If true, this would 
indicate that the pilot had changed 
his mind about landing. It may 
have kept the death toll down by 
preventing the plane from turning 
completely over in the river's mud.

Washington, Dec. 13 OP)—A Capi­ 
tal airliner wandered off a radar 
path leading into fogbound National 
airport last night and crashed in 
the mud of the Potomac river, kill­ 
ing four of the 23 persons on board. 
The 19 survivors—an amazingly 
high number for a plane crash — 
were taken to the hospital at near­ 
by Bolling Air Force base. Many' 
were badly hurt. 
The dead were Mrs. William Cher- 
tow, Brooklyn, N Y.; Neville Las­ 
siter, a government employe who 
lived in Arlington, Va.; and the pilot 
and co-pilot, VV. J Davis. 45. and 
Lloyd L. Porter, 28, both of Alex­ 
andria, Va. 
The bodies of Davis and Porter 
were recovered from the partly sub­ 
merged wreckage hours after the 
crash. Workers hacked away at the 
fuselage through the night to reach 
the two bodies, w hich were visible in 
the water-covered cockpit by the 
light of rescue lamps. 
Navy and Air Force men who 
sped to the scene in crash boats 
credited a num ber of factors for 
the high rescue rate. High on the 
list were luck and the relative calm 
of the survivors—m ast of them serv­ 


icemen going home to spend C hrist­ 
mas. 
In addition, there were reports 
th a t the plane’s wheels were not in 
landing position, but were retracted 
into the fuselage. If true, this would 
indicate that the pilot had changed 
his mind about landing. It may 
have kept the death toll down by 
preventing the plane from turning 
completely over in the river’s mud. 
W ith the wheels up, a comparatively 
smooth water landing was possible. 
Field Blanketed 
Tile plane, a DC-3, had taken off 
from Memphis, Tenn., and had made 
stops at Chattanooga and Knoxville, 
Tenn., Asheville. Charlotte. Greens­ 
boro, Raleigh-Durham airport, and 
Elizabeth City, N. C., Norfolk and 
Newport News, Va. It arrived over 
W ashington during what officials 
called one of the worst traffic days 
in the history of National airport.

W eather conditions were described 
as “approximately minimum"—400- 
foot ceiling and visibility of about 
% of a mile. 
The DC-3 took its place over the

TO US SCHOOLS

month the Soviet government issues 
in English here a magazine called 
the "USSR Information Bulletin."

And in the letter they say "Teach- 


ers would have enjoyed a dozen 
pieces on education, on the role of 
the instructor, night schools, voca- 
tional training, and the growth of 
enrollment." 


Banned From Some Schools

ipg to it. 


The State Department 
replies

Don't Reciprocate 


The Russians don't share the

The disappearance of England's 
landed 
aristocracy through 
heavy 
taxation continues apace, and this 
economic revolution is no respecter 
of persons. 
Among the latest victims is King 
George's own nephew, the young 
Earl of Harewood, son of Princess 
Mary (the Princess Royal) and the 
sixth Earl of Harewood who died in 
1947. The present 26-year-olU earl 
inherited an estate valued at $2 - 
196.480 and 
this has 
been 
taxed 
$728,072. 
It s the earl’s hard luck th a t much 
of his inheritance consisted of an a n ­ 
et tral estate of 24.000 act-es on which 
live hundreds of te n a n t farm ers. In 
order to raise the cash to meet his 
| taxes he m ust sell m uch of his prop­ 
erty. which h as been in the family , 
for gene rations. More th an incident­ 
ally this presumably deprives him I 
of a large revenue. 
Tim cu rls predicam ent is th a t ex­ 
it* rienced by so m any others of this 
class o f society. In the case where 
property changes hand* three or 
four thin s quickly, the estate may be 
virtually wiped out. 
This of course m eans th at the day 
cf the crim son-coated squire riding 
to hounds with a "tally-ho ’ across 
his rolling acres is just About ended 
Thus Britain is losing one of its 
most cherished traditions.
